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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT. 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to the 
Library shall be kept by the Librarians in whom the 
custody ‘and responsibility thereof shall be vested ; 
and who shall be required to report to the Houses 
through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of each Session, 
the actual state of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the Library 
during the Session of Parliament except the Governor 
General, the members of the Privy Council, and of 
the Senate and House of Commons, and the ‘Officers 
of both Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker of 
either House. Members may personally introduce 
strangers to the Library during the daytime, but not 
after the hours of seven o’clock, P.M. 


During a Session of Parliament no books vee 


to the Library shall be taken out of the building, 


except by the authority of the Speaker or upon 
receipts given by a member of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library and 


Reading Room shall be open every day i in each week, 


Sundays and Holidays excepted, from the hour of 
ten in the morning until three in the afternoon ; and 
access to the Library shall be permitted to persons 
introduced by a member of the Legislature, or 
admitted at the discretion of the Librarian ; subject 
to such regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection ; but 
no one shall be allowed to take any book out of the 
Library, except members of the Legislature, and such 
ae as may be authorized by the Speaker of either 
ouse. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member of 
either House not residing at the seat of Government 
shall have liberty to borrow or have in his possession 
at any one time more than three works, from the 
Library, or to retain the same for a longer period 
than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by card, by 
the Speaker of either House, to borrow books from ‘the 


‘Library, shall be allowed to have in his possession 


more than two Books at any one time, or to retain 
the same longer than three weeks, and all such per- 
sons shall return the Books so taken when required 
by the Librarian. 


No Books of reference or Books of special cost and 
value may be removed from the seat of Government 
under any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library Com- 
mittee at every Session of Parliament, the Librarians 
shall report a list of the Books absent ‘at the commen- 
cement of the Session, specifying the names of any 
persons who have retained the same in contravention 
of either of the foregoing Rules.

1. It is strictly forbidden to make any 
mark, by pencil or otherwise, in any 
books belonging to the Library, or to 
turn down leaves therein, or other- 
wise deface the same. 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have 
access to any of the Galleries sur- 
rounding the Library, without the 
express permission of the Librarian 
or unless accompanied by an officer 
of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to 
remain in the Library with his hat 
on; nor will smoking, or spitting on 
the floor or carpet be permitted, in 
any of the Library apartments. 


No audible conversation will be al- 
lowed in the reading room; nor shall 
any person be permitted to partake 
of refreshments therein; and no dogs 
shall be allowed in the Library.

The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to report as follows tor 
the year 1890-91. 
Several important additions have been made to the section of old works on Canada. 


We may here mention the Fac-similes of manuscripts in Huropean Archives relating 
to America (1773-1783) 6 vol. folio. They contain valuable information on the period 
of the War of Independence.

_ The Examiner, containing political essays on the most important events of the 
time, edited by B. Gardenier, 4 vols, 1813 to 1815.

Two numbers of the Relations des Jésuites have been added to the collection, which 
now consists of 32 vols. A complete series is made up of 42 relations. The new 
relations are those of 1668-69 and that of Father Dablon (1671-72).

This branch of the work comprises tables exhibiting a comparative statement of the 
tariff of the United States in 1855 with the tariffs of all other nations, numbering, 
with those of their dependencies, more than forty—-tariffs of exportation as well 
as of importation being given where found to exist ; the demominations of foreign 
moneys, weights and measures, being, in all instances, reduced to the federal 
standard of the United States (the pound sterling excepted), and each tariff being 


preceded by an explanatory preface. 
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
